The visitor to the Mongolia lands from the 
_kangway on the upper deck immediately 
opposite the door of the’smoking room, a very 
handsome ronm, prnelled in dark wond, and 
most comfortably fitted up, It is not excelled 
_ in luxury of its appointme .ts by any steamer: 
coming ta China, [t must be remembered that 
the Chinese Eastern Ra'lway is really the 
creation of Mr Witte, the all-powerful Russian 
Minister of Finance; and that he is determined

in reply the answer that there was no carga. 
The question again asked Cantain Chamberlain; 
who again answered no, stating that the only 
cargo he had was one package belonging to 
himself - . ° 

Taspector Brampton received the same replies 
later on, although fen the testimony given by 
both men, there appeared a suspicious disposi- 
tion on the part of Captain Chamberlain for the 
cu'toms officiats to lnave the ship‘on his state. 
ment that everything was all right. The officers 
however were not ta be fonted and by patierce 
succeeded jn finding the hidden packages,
